In announcing the creation 
of a $30 million Early Years 
Challenge Fund, the 
Ontario government 
ensured that 5% of the 

Fund would be set 
aside to meet the 
unique needs of the 
francophone 
population. 


The Fund is 
intended to implement 
the recommendations of 
the 1998 Early Years Study, in 
which the coauthors, Dr Fraser 
Mustard and the Honourable 
Margaret McCain, indicated the role 
of learning, behaviour and health 

in development beyond the early 
years. The Study also stressed the 
feeling of belonging the community 
should feel toward local early child 
development programs and gaining 
the parental skills needed for success. 
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5% of funding envelope allocated 
to Francophones in the Early Years 
Challenge Fund 
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The Fund will provide 
matching funding for community 
contributions to support these 
programs. Francophone community 
projects may include 75% in-kind 
contributions. 


“This is a step in the right 
direction,” says Lorraine Gandolfo, 
Executive Director of the Association 
franco-ontarienne des conseils scolaires 
catholiques (AFOCSC). “We worked 
hard to convince the Children’s 
Secretariat that we Francophones 
needed our fair share. If we have 
to compete on an equal footing 
with the Anglophone community 
in looking for grants, we'll just end 
up sitting at the back of the bus.” 


Francophones: 


Communities 
across the province can 
submit proposals for 
local projects designed 
to support the 
principles set out 
in the Study. For 
example, a pilot 
project in the 
Ottawa-Carleton 
area planned the 
creation of an 
awareness program 
in the Francophone 
community through a 
centre for preschool children.

The Office of Francophone Affairs and the Children's 
Secretariat consulted with Francophones interested in 
early childhood education issues. About twenty 
Francophone organizations participated in a 
discussion on management models for 
submissions of French language projects. 
Participants unanimously favoured a 


model ensuring that projects 


submitted by Francophone commu- 
nities be assessed by a Francophone 


committee with the power to 
recommend projects for funding. 


“Francophone organiza- 
tions wanted to provide input on 
this process and they were 
consulted,” said John Baird, 
Minister Responsible for Franco- 
phone Affairs.
